Just | 
what they are doing there or their j 
purpose is not known, yet a certain j 
amount of adenoid tissue Is normal; 
In childhood.

The cause of adenoids Is not defl- 


nltely known. 
They are most fre- 


quently found In children living in 
damp, changeable climates. 
Some- 


times they, develop after an attack 
of measles, scarlet fever, or diph- 
theria. 


While many are of the opinion , 


that adenoids are caused by repeat- I 
•d colds in the head, more are of i 
the opinion that adenoids are them- 
selves the cause of colds. 


When the adenoids become en- 


larged they obstruct the breathing 
and this leads to small or "pigeon 


"Children with adenoids are apt to 


o* languid or listless and in ad- 
vanced cases deafness may be quite ' 
marked."

lem from a fresh angle, to think It 
through Independently, is among the'" 
most valuable which a,ny individual 
can possets.

This is the sort of instruction that 


acts too rigidly on the assumption 
that there Is only one possible an- 
swer to nn> question—the one print- 
ed In thft text book or announced by 
the teacher following her course of 
study. 


The pupil who offers different 


opinions, a new solution to a prob- 
lem, or who introduces original ele- 
ments into class discussions it often 
regarded as a nuisance, even though 
he is prepared reasonably to offer 
proofs or otherwise legitimately to 
defend his point of view. 


Such a child possesses * better 


qualiiy of intelligence than the av- 
erage of the class. He hat grt»ped 
the iessoi. whilo the rest-are still 
struggling with it. 


In cases like this, it is unfortunate 


when the te.-.cher is so concerned 
with the necessity of teaching at 
many children as possible certain 
facts acd processes as they are 
planned in the curriculum that «he 
regards th- origins! child as a dis- 
traction which takes her time from 
what she conceives to be her proper 
tasfr. thereby discouraging him.

Doe to its 
tetng, the muscle btrilding vain* of 
the entire egg is high.

thoae my*torion« and wonderful 
vitamins A and D.

And jttut one word to the home* 
ife — stteeeoB in egg cwking de- 


pends on low. even heating, since 
intense heat makes egg white tough 
and diflkvK to digest. A tempera- 
ture between 250 and MO degree* 
Fahrenheit is recommended for 
even cooking, and a temperature 
below boiling for cooking in water. 
In cookug eggs in the shell or 
poaching eggs out of the shell, ex- 
cellent results may be obtained by 
putting the cold egg into boiling 
water and then setting aside to let 
the temperature fall slowly.
